Coung Yo LcongCo. has long been the 
leading opium firm of Portland, Oregon. 
Thoir businoss was very heavy, and thoy 
woro looked upon as a perfectly rcspect- 
ablo and responsible house. The head of 
tho linn was quiet, solf-possosaed and gon- 
tlomanly, icsthetic in his tastes and ha- 
bits and exceedingly well educated. Ho 
took a large interest in astronomy and 
could converse with fluency and intolli- 
gonce upon tlio approaching conjunction 
of the planets. Ho was also well-iuformod 
as to the poli^ic.^ of tlie Celestial Empire, 
and was an authority on financial matt( r.-i. 
Supposed to bu wi'ulthy, his paper was 
roadil.v accopted everywhere, and on 
Wednesday, when his establishment re- 
mained closud, upon inquity it was 
ascertained that Coung Y'o Leong, with 
his cruditicui, his a.'stliotic tastes and lia- 
bits, ana his supposed wealth, had skipp- 
ed out, leaving enormous liabilities with- 
out a single dollar to his credit at his 
banker's.

Tho Qoll 2£lning La'^s and tho Ab- 
surdities of the Kcw BlU. 

Victoria, B. 0, Feb. 17. 
To TOE Editor : — It is not at all 
creditable to tho honarable tlie attor- 
ney general and his colleagues who have 
HO long reprpiented mining districts and 
who at least should interest them.selvos 
in the wants of minors and the recjuir 
ments of mining districts that instead 
of urging tho immediate repeal and iin 
provonientof tho so-called G'onsolidatt^d 
Gold Mining Ordiaanca of 1867 with 
its numoroua and incomprehensible 
atnendmonts thc^' bavo consented to 
leave attached another series of amend- 
ments as impDrfi'.ct and conflicting aa 
tho old laws iliuy propose to remedy. 
To ofl'ect tho necessary changes in tho 
mining laws the present act and its 
utnendments should all bo repealed, re 
visod, and consolidated from begining 
to end. There can be no excuse for not 
having this done auring tho present 
session of tho House the work now 
before tho aamo being neither 
heavy nor of great importance. 
There aro in this city at present repre- 
sentative miners from almost every 
mining camp in the province who, I 
am satisfied, would willingly give any 
desired information or KUggestions for 
tiio improvement of tho gold mining 
laws oitber to intlividual members or 
before the Houso in committeo. To 
revise the Mining Act of 1867 with 
all its amendments and addencla need 
not occupy moro than a day or two of 
tho timo of any convpetont law^'er with 
the a.ssistance of a few intelligent min- 
ers. As it now stands it is a disgrace 
to the hon. Mr. Walkem, the attorney 
general, who from time to time has had 
60 much to do with tho framing and 
making of the original act and nearly 
all its subsequent j^mendnients. Our 
gold mining laws are now capablo of 
being tortured and misapplied in every 
way at the pleasure or caprice of any 
gold commissioner or recorder in the 
province. Aparently they are not 
quite understood or easily interpreted 
by some of our supreme court judges, 
and every one knows they aro open to 
too much of the sharp practice of law- 
yers. Many eliminations, additions, 
and various clianges aro needed in the 
gold mining laws to improve them. 
The discretionary powers of tho gold 
commissioners should bo entirely ubol- 
ished or very greatly modified, and ro- 
stricted. It is a power too often used 
arbitrarily, partially and improperly 
Also in the appointment to office of tho 
gold commissioners uo person should 
be continued iu office or appointed in 
future who is not eligible under the 
Dominion laws to be made a county 
court judge. It would be much more 
satisfactory to every one to havo a 
well read lawyer and educated gentla- 
man to preside in the gold commission- 
er's court whore often cases involving 
thousands of dollars in value coma up 
for adjudication. It would insure 
.suitors — who as they are some- 
times obliged to conduct their 
own cases in court with lawyers 
opposing — from technicalities and 
practices unfamiliar to new profession- 
als from being uii.-used which so often 
intimidates and misleads a judge not 
learned in tho law. It would also give 
business men and traders an opportuni- 
ty to collect their just accounts and 
would protect buyers from extortion- 
ate prices, light weights and fraudulent 
bills, too common to all mining camps. 
To sum this matter up, instead of being 
a puzzle to every reader tho mining 
laws as nearly as po.ssible should bo. so 
clear, simple and terse thatanyqne able 
to read could understand and inter- 
pret for themselves. As I have before 
said the wants of tho miners require 
an immediate change and consolida- 
tion of the gold mining ordinances, and 
tho interests of the whole country de- 
mand that every possible facility and 
just advantage should be extended 
and inducements offered at once to aid 
and encourage mining, the one single 
business interest in the province capa- 
ble of much extension, or which for 
many years to come will go far to im- 
prove tho present depressed condition 
of tho country.
